The report of Colonel Waring npon 


a sewer system for Los Angeles has 
b e e n published. It is not discourte­ 
ous to say th a t ho has thrown no 
lig h t upon the subject we were in the 
d a r k about before. Indeed, he seems 
to have in the main adopted the idea 
of th e City Engineer and of all our 


lo ca l engineers upon the subject of 
p ro p e r drainage, merely extending 
h is ays'em te or near the ocean. Of 
c o u rs e , it would take many millions 
of dollars to carry o u t his system to 
its utm ost lim its; but it is doubtful 
if in the end any better results would 
h a v e 
been 
reached 
than 
would 
he attained by adopting our present 
a r te ria l system and ramifying it w iii 
auxiliary sewers. 
We publish in an­ 
other column a communication ou 
this subject from Mr. John E. Jack­ 
son, ex-Clty Engineer, who had a 
great deal to do w ith the establish­ 
ing of our present system of main 
eewers. 
The information contained 
in this communication will be new to 
m any of our 
readers, who have 
doubtless labored under the mis­ 
ta k e n idea th at we were without any 
system worth considering. 
I t will 
he seen that with onr present system 
all 
sewage 
entering 
our 
drains 
reaches the debouchure of the sys­ 
tem at the southern line of the city in 
twelve hours. 
The inclination 
from sixteen to twenty-one feet per 
mile, and th at gives sufficient fall to 
carry off the drainage with a velocity 
that holds in suspension all m atter that 
ought to be perm itted to enter into 
our eewers. But wliat we particularly 
wish to call attention to is the fact 
that the sewage of thin city is now 
valuable fertilizer, anti is all taken by 
a corporation whose 
stock has o 
largo money value in the m arket. 
Mr. Jackson estim ates that there are 
one hundred and three thousand 
air res of land south of this city upon 
which our «ewage can he used with 
profit. This, reduced to heads of 
w ater, would only be enough to irri­ 
gate one hundred acres per day, so 
th at each 1 quid red acres of the one 
hundred and three thousand could 
orrly have one irrigation «lav every 
three 
years. 
This 
is a

in 
connection with the 
disposi­ 
tion ol our sewage up to the time 
when we shall become a colossal 
city.

to go to the outlet of the city sewerage 
and inspect its character. It parses 
away in a rugid stream of discolored 
wat»u-. Tho inclination of the sewers, 
from Hi to 21 feet per mile, insures a very 
rapid discharge, Auy sewerage matter 
entering ou the line of sewers will have 
passed beyond the southern line of the 
city before the expiration of twelve 
hours, 
consequently there can no 
fermentation process take place. 
At 
the heads of, or point of origin of 
sewers, there is likely to be u deposit 
which cun be readily removed by the 
Hushing process. 
Extend your present 
systems to streets where there arc no 
sewers and make the adjoining property 
owners have tin ir premises connected. 
Second—The natural coe figuration of 
the ground is most favorable tor the con 
atruction of sewers. There is u fall of 
about from sixteen to twenty feet to the 
mile w hich is moat favorable. To make 
this clear to the unprofessional mind, I 
shall illustrate by the appearance of the 
1.09 Augtlvs river when running full. 
You will I here seo the velocity of a 
stream falling tw tu 'y -one feet per 
mile.Third—As to tho disposition of sew­ 
erage matter, I estímale that there ure 
oti« hundred aud three thousand aorta 
south of the city on which sew trago 
could lie used; ami puiliinr the quantity 
of vewerago iu the familiar language of 
beads 
of 
water, 
there 
would 
be enough to irrigate ouu hundred 
acres per day so thai*. a person getting 
the sewerage ou his land to-day would 
not get it again before it time clu^aed of 
nearly three years. I wish merely to 
show there would he no excess of su «ver- 
age beyond the demand. 
The question of carryiog the sewerage 
to the oceau is almnit too silly to dis­ 
cuss. I call it an iusane proposition. I 
will here quote from “ Lts Miserables": 
"The earth impoverished by the sea. 
Paris casts twenty-five millions of fraises 
annually into tin; sea; and we assert Ibis 
without any metaphor. How so, and iu 
what way? By day and night. For 
what object? For no object. W ith 
what 
thought*' 
W ithout 
thinking. 
W hat to do? Nothing By means of 
what «urgan ? 
its inteHfuei. 
W hat 
are its intcatine* ? lta sewers. Seventy- 
five millions uro the most moderate of 
the approximate amounts given by the 
estimates of modern science. 
Sciesic*-, 
after groping for a lor g lime, knows now 
that the most fertilizing and effective of 
manures is that from the aewers. The 
Chintae, let us say it to our shame, 
knew this before we did. Not a Chinese 
peavant who goer to the city but brings, 
ut either caii of his hum boo, a bucket 
full of w lint we call liIib. Thuiiks to 
the filth, the toil iu China is still as 
youthful us iu the days of Abraham. 
There is no guano comparable in 
fertility to the detritus of a capital. 
To employ the town in manuring the 
plain would be certain success; fe-r if 
gold he dross, on the other baud, our 
dross i« gold. All the valuable manure 
which toe world losc-s, it returned to the 
laud instead of being thrown into 'be 
sea. would antiice to nourish the world. ’’ 
Under the Mosaic dispensation saui - 
fary laws were religiously observed, and 
the remains of their old works show that 
the Jews possessed a clear knowledge of 
the necessity of removing all decompos­ 
ing matter as expeditiously as possible 
to » place outside their city, and when 
so removed they knew how to dispose 
of it. We tind from the Mishna them 
was a great cave beneath the altar 
wbcrc-hy filth and unclcanlincss were 
carried down into th e valley Kedron, 
au<l the gardeners purchased it. 
From tho description of the outfall 
works of the sewerage of ancient Jeru­ 
salem we learn that the .sewage was 
collected ia tanks, the solid matter re­ 
moved from it and the liquid was after* 
wards used for the purposes of irriga­ 
tion, just as is the mo.it approved prac­ 
tice of this day. 
Iu fact, the best samples of sanitary 
works of the present day are not up to 
the ataudard of excellence to be found 
in the ruins of the auoicut cities. 
Fourth—On the part of the general 
public there seems to ho a complete ig­ 
norance of tile condition of sewers and 
the disposition ot th e same. 
J will 
state that th re extends on Main street 
from about the pla/.a to Ogigr lane uud 
thence down the same to a junction 
with Los Angeles street a substantial 
brick main aew’er of a height of about 
four feet. 
1 have had frequent oppor­ 
tunities of au examination of its condi­ 
tion and always fouud it clean aud with­ 
out deposit. 
This main sewer in an­ 
other form is extended to the southeru 
boundary of the city. In the principal 
portions of the remainder of the city 
the se were are made of artificial stone 
pipe of various diameters, the smallest 
that I remember being eight inches. 
When the sew'erage reaches the south­ 
ern boundary of the city it is then taken 
charge of by a local corporation, incor­ 
porated for tho purpose, and soHhag the 
sewerage for fertilization and irritation. 
1 understand that tho shares of stock 
originally represented $20 and are now 
worth $200. 
The sewerage is there aud below tuo-d 
used very profitably and without bettiif 
any nuisance, and there is not tho alight 
est occasion of there being auy. There 
should be no open ditche». 
B owe rage 
should be carried in cement or brick 
pipes to the point of distribution and 
use.Now as to the point for tho collection 
of the sewerage on the southern bound­ 
ary of the city, 1 am fully aud clearly 
opposed to the soafhwestoru corner. 
There is no trouble in tho world iu oou> 
ducting the principal part of the sewer­ 
age to a point i-.i the city bouudary east 
of Alameda, and fhence south, where 
the soil is much more favorable for its 
reception, aud there ia no ueccssity in 
the world for carrying it to the damp, 
wet land in a southwest direction, 
Some years ago I made considerable 
surveys at request of the late Rend N a­ 
deau, with a view of taking the sewer 
ago to hia large vineyards. H e wanted 
the Council to assist aa iu tho work 
Along tho south line of the city from the 
point of present dischargo lo o point 
east of Alatnoda.

patient la greatly annoyed by th e constant 
dropping into tn e throat of tho morbid 
m atter irom the bead, and at. a recum bent 
poaitlnu n a tu ra l" favor» th e tlow down 
wa d. hta rest is frequently disturbed from 
this cause. Many mi llorera are obliged to 
lie with tne bead very m uch «-levmed u 
order to sleep with some degree of com 
fort. 
Iu other» a tough, viscid and off*csive 
phlegm collect» behind and above the soft 
palate, iu tb e passage betWSSU the throat 
and head, adhering to the part» with glulab 
tenacity. Ita lodgtneut em barrarse* respi­ 
ration aud croate» a scusatiou of Irrltati a 
and uneasiness lu the affected locality, 
which give» rise to a constant aud alm ost 
Irresistible d esire to relieve th e discom fort 
by draw ing the inucoui in to th e throat «o aa 
to eject it by the m outh 
Tbts practice, 
popularly known 
" haw kiug.” is cbarac 
luriptic of catarrh , aud proves a» em bar 
ragging to the one affected ws it is disagree 
able to those around him 
A gain,'h e offeusive m atter harden» and 
dcpoMiH Itself '4i the m em brauc iu the 
«hat e of dry, hard c<>ucreiiou», w hich are 
discharged t*v way of the t oa'rila or throat 
lu ’unips or fragaieuts of a deep green tint.

these lucí ustailous accum u 
late to sncb an ex ten t as to fo rm a regular

The disease speedily extend» to th e air 
Gaville» of the bone» ..f th e forehead and 
inc.», glviug rise to a distressing seusatlou 
of heavy weight or com pression over th s 
forshead, especially in th e region above 
and between th e eyes, aud to a feeling of 
fullness, he»t, IrrftHtlon, noreness or paiu 
iu the nostrils uear the root of the none, as 
well as iu the upp er partM th e throat.*bove 
uud behind tiu- soft palate.

T h en aaal m em brane is thickened and 
congested, c'ttuslug the nose to be stopped 
up. xoaieilmca on one side, som etim e' on 
th e other, an d o fn m im both, giving rise to 
a disagreeable stuffy ganas tion iu the head, 
and occasion lug violent an d prulonhva

<rr of a na.»al character, digplayiug a sort of 
anlfficg aualfty. O ftentim es tneru is a eon- 
tinuous hoargeues.- aud discordance. There 
hi also a gonse of Irrltatio u in the throat 
ami frequent attem pts to clear tho part* of 
phlegm , producing the vound “ hem " m ors 
o r leg* forcibly. In aomo cane» patient» 
com plain of an uncom fortable feeling of 
fullness, or a elm ky seusatiou tu the th ro at 
and tu others of a dtstres-dug and nlmoaf 
C o n s u l dryness, lor the tem porary relief 
of which they have to swallow frequently. 
Others, again, apeak of couHtaut bad or 
nauseon» taste lu th e m outh o r tnroai. 
Tbe Htotnach generally gu ffers m ors or 
leas and become* weak a«*l irritable; the 
^ p e tite is caprl(dousand n etrly alw ay » bad 
In the m orulug. l*he patient 1- languid, un ­ 
able to perfbrm m ental o r physioai labor 
with U»o usual facility; fa nervous, do 
pressed fe spirit», at time* fearful, timid, 
agitated and Inclined to drow sluess and 
sle(fe, the m emory weakened and perm aa- 
etu rm psirm eut tnreateued. 
The m ufus m em brgue aoou become» m or­ 
bidly seunitlvu to unfavorable lufluoncc», 
and In spite of the utmost ca re become» «/- 
footed from the slightest causes, so that •« 
last a breath of w ind upon th e lining of the 
noso or throat becofees productive or a sold, 
and gives rise tu serious disturbances of the 
respiratory organs. Thus th e pattern is sub 
Ject to Irequeut and repeated colds, each 
attack aggravating tbe disease by giving it 
a new im pulse and Involving a larger e» 
tent or surfooe th an Us p red eceso r. Iu this 
m anner the difficulty spread» from organ to 
organ, invading th e throat, larynx, trachea 
and bronchial lubes, u n til, oucroachiug 
fu rth er and further, it reaches the finer 
ramifications of tho bronchi, when but a 
slight Im pulse is required to seud it to the 
lungs. Ufttarrh muy, nud ufteu does, affect 
other o.-gans In tb e body, a»pocialty those 
m m talulng n'm uca» m em brane, such as the 
stom ach, bowels, kidneys, etc. 
By the em ploym ent of proper inhalations 
l a th e form ef m edicated vapor (not steam 
o r spray; we are able to produce lum ediate 
aud direct action upon the diseased surface 
in th e pharynx an d nasal passages, for air 
will flndjlis way into the m ust rem ote alffl 
intricate cavities, where it is utterly im pos

OZtr.NA. 
Oza>oa is the profenslonal or tochnical 
nam e given to the advanced form of catarrh 
iu which ulceration ha* eaten through the 
m em brane lining of the nose to the cartll- 
•go of the borne. Any case of catarrh may 
pud in oziBnn, but It m od frequently occurs 
lu those who are naturally scrofulous. The 
dlsohargo talrt» place through the nostclls 
or through the throat, aud Is generally of a 
vellcw lsn or greenish yellow color, freqent 
ly tinged with blood, aud alraoat alvrayg a t­ 
tended by an offensive sm ell. 
In th« lan ­ 
guage of Dr. Wood, of Philadelphia, “The 
disease is o re of tho m ost obdurate and 
dlaagreeabto which the physician has »o 
encounter. Iu bad pases tho breath of the 
E 
aticrtt become* so revolting os to isolate 
Im from society and to ren d er him an ob­ 
ject ef disgust even to him self." lu hany 
efees pieces of hone becom e separated Jftfi 
slough off, leaving deep, unhealthy ale o » , 
which secrete a bloody m atter and are ex ­ 
trem ely difficult to heal.
